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About KOFIC

Relocation of KOFIC 


Following the Balanced Development Plan policies by the Korean Government, public 
sector offices relocated for the distribution of balanced regional development. In 
accordance with this act, KOFIC’s headquarters relocated to Busan at the end of 2013 to 
1466-4, U-dong, Haeundae-gu, Busan, located right next to the Busan Cinema Center. 

KOFIC will temporaily use the 13th and 14th floors in the Centum Industry Academy 
Campus while the new headquarters will be built in Centum City by 2015. The building 
site is spread over 6,235 square meters and its total floor space will be 21,668 square 
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meters. The 12-story building with two basement floors is currently on the drawing 
boards. The building will be home to KOFIC and the Korean Academy of Film Arts and 
will further support cementing Centum City as the mecca of Korea's film industry. 
Moreover, KOFIC will build the Busan Cinema Studio in Gijang-gun of Busan, as a global 
base for Korean films. The Global Studio, to be built in the Busan Cinema Studio, will 
be Korea's biggest with state-of-the-art filming facilities. Six Global Studio buildings, 
outdoor sets and production support facilities will be completed by 2015, while a theme 
park and culture and sports facilities will be built through the inducement of private 
capital after 2016. 


KOFIC’s Business Plan for 2014 


The Korean Film Council (Chairman: KIM Eui-suk, KOFIC) has announced their 
business plan for the year 2014. The organization continues to strive to provide the best 
support in areas that saw success in previous years, but also came up with new items to 
further improve the environment for Korean films. Please note that all grant amounts are 


converted approximately into USD. 
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Domestic Production Support Programs 


KOFIC takes pride in supporting the production of indie films. KOFIC believes that with 
financial support, more unique and experimental films can be produced, diversifying 
the pool of films in the industry. Funds amounting to USD 1.1 million are available for 
filmmakers making shorts, features and documentaries. 

In terms of support for films that have already screened at theaters, there is a grant which 
domestic filmmakers can apply to in order to get started for their next film. However, 
it will depend on the box office success of their previous feature. KOFIC will choose 
approximately 60 titles that will each be provided with up to USD 70,000. 

The Korean Scenario Database (scenariomarket.or.kr) is a hub that collects and provides 
scripts online. Scriptwriters are encouraged to upload their works on the market for sale 
and to open up possibilities for international co-productions. Every month, as many as 
four outstanding scripts will be chosen and will have a chance to apply for three months 
of mentoring sessions to improve their writing. Once the scripts have taken shape, the 
chosen entries will have a pitching session where ten films will be selected from this 
group to acquire the funding to realize their scripts. The prizes range from USD 5,000 to 
50,000. 

For production companies, there is also a support program for the planning and 
development of Korean films. About USD 900,000 will be distributed among 50 scripts, 
which will also be selected from the scenario market’s entries. 

In order to allow investment funds to continuously flow in the local film industry, KOFIC 
puts aside USD 10 million in a venture capital fund, for which their stake does not exceed 
50%. The investment group will decide on which films to support and the amount for 
each investment. 


Distribution and Exhibition Support 


Most indie and art films have difficulty securing theatrical releases. In order to change 
this, KOFIC operates and funds arthouse theaters. The theaters that will be supported by 
KOFIC include Artplus Cinema Network, Indieplus, Cine Arirang, KOFA, Indiespace, 
and the Cinematheque Seoul Art Cinema. Provided benefits range from covering fees for 
theater maintenance, help in producing marketing materials, programming films, and 
funds going towards translations and subtitling for easier distribution. 

There is also a grant that is set aside for assisting the distribution of art, indie and 
documentary films. 15 films per year will be allowed USD 30,000 each, which will go 
towards making prints, digital packaging, shipping and receiving, marketing and P&A. 


Alternative Market Outreach: KOME 
KOFIC’s Korean Open Movie Exchange/Eco-System (KOME) provides a safe marketplace 
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where film contents providers and service providers can come together to register films 


and make legal downloading services easy. By creating the ‘good downloader’ campaign, 
KOFIC markets and promotes the use of KOME and a safe downloading system to protect 
indie films and provide a safe place for digital contents. 


International Promotion and Marketing 


Moving over to the international promotion department, international film festival 
participation and international marketing is the main area of focus. KOFIC searches for 
new markets unfamiliar with Korean cinema and holds events such as retrospectives 
or cinematheque screenings to expose Korean films and filmmakers. KOFIC assists 
with the flight and/or accommodation fees for filmmakers and/or cast attending major 
film festivals or film markets. Alternatively, invited films can apply to get help with 
subtitling or making DCPs. Features can get up to USD 3,000 and shorts up to USD 600 
for technical support. Sales companies attending these major festivals and markets can 
also get assistance from KOFIC by applying for help with producing screeners, setting 
up booths, printing and prepping marketing materials and more. KOFIC also organizes 
networking events like “Korean Film Nights’ to provide a space for networking and offers 
legal consulting for signing with international companies. The amount of each grant and 
application requirements vary. 

International Korean film festivals or events that are planning to screen Korean films can 
apply to ask KOFIC for support to put on their events. 

The most extensive way that KOFIC reaches out to international film industries is 
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through the Korean Film Biz Zone (KoBiz), a website that comprises the latest news in 
Korean cinema, a large database of filmmakers, actors and companies, and an online 
screening service where film festivals or buyers can preview films. News is updated on a 
daily basis and a monthly digital magazine is also available. Other valuable information 
such as co-production information, shooting locations, box office reports and statistics 
can all be found there. 


Co-Production Promotions and International Offices 


KOFIC encourages co-productions between the Korean film industry and foreign 
industries, especially with China, USA, Japan and France. With offices set-up in China 
and USA and local representatives in Japan and France, KOFIC looks forward to 
broadening and developing more co-productions in the upcoming years through various 
programs and events. 

In terms of support for planning and developing co-productions, there are year- 
round programs to help connect Korean filmmakers with USA and Japan industries 
and create opportunities for one on one meetings, provide consulting, translating and 
business matching. As for China, KOFIC’s Korean Film Business Center in Beijing 
stands its ground to provide even more intensive support locally. The business center is 
where producers and filmmakers can apply for long term (three months) or short term 
(one month) stays in China, where KOFIC provides hospitality, mentoring, doctoring, 
networking, consulting and teaches participants about the Chinese film industry. 
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If international funding is over 20% of the total production cost for a co-production 
project with foreign producers, the film length exceeds 70 minutes and the budget is more 
than USD 1 million, it is then eligible to apply for a 25% rebate on production costs, with 
a maximum cap of USD 300,000. 

There is also a location incentive, even when it is not a co-production. KOFIC offers a cash 
grant worth up to 30% on production expenses for foreign audiovisual works incurred for 
goods and services in Korea, with a cap of USD 1.5 million. Feature films and television 
series produced by foreign production companies in which foreign investment exceeds 
80% will be eligible for this grant. The shoot must take place for at least three days in 
Korea and spend a minimum of USD 100,000 in the country. More information can be 
found on www.koreanfilm.or.kr. 

Networking is an important element to successfully initiate a co-production. The office in 
LA and Beijing and the representatives in Japan and France are a crucial part of the fluid 
networking and communication process. LA office also oversees the pre-agency program, 
which selects Korean filmmakers and actors that might be suitable to work in Hollywood. 
Their portfolios are sent to American talent agencies and business meetings are scheduled 
in order to promote the entry of Korean filmmakers into Hollywood. The Beijing office 
holds yearly Korean Filmmaker Showcase events, and Ko-production Forums are held in 
China, USA and Japan. Another major networking event is the KOFIC Industry Forum 
held during Busan International Film Festival. The program invites key foreign financiers, 
producers and production companies to Korea. All these networking opportunities will 
bring together major players in the industry for in-depth discussions, seminars, case 
studies and ultimately promote and provide a place to initiate new collaborations. 


Korean Academy of Film Arts (KAFA) 


KAFA is a film school which centers its teachings on production. Through hands- 
on training and research programs, students will produce three feature films and 
one animated feature every year. The three majors available include Film Directing, 
Cinematography and Animation Directing. Supporting individuality and creativity, 
KAFA insists on small groups to allow freedom of discussion and in-depth training. 

New for this year, the Asia Film School is the next big project for KAFA. Aiming to 
start operation in 2015, the Asia Film School’s main goal is to offer a place for Asian 
filmmakers to learn filmmaking in Korea. It will work alongside the Asian Film Academy 
(BIFF), and FLY project (Busan Film Commission) to offer a nurturing program.

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The Korean film industry was astonished by the box office performance of 
Miracle in Cell No. 7 in early 2013. This movie directed by LEE Hwang-kyung 
was somewhat out of date and old fashioned, and it didn’t have any big name 
stars except for the rising actor, RYU Seung-ryong. Reminding the audiences of 
the Sean Penn geared Hollywood movie, Jam Sam, Miracle in Cell No. 7 depicts 
the secret reunion of an intellectually challenged prisoner and his little daughter 
in a cell, thanks to the help from his fellow inmates. The plausibility of the story 
is very poor and the plot was an easy guess, but still it made a great tear jerker. 
Movie critics were confused and surprised at its great box office performance, and 





such a regression in the narrative was soon accepted as a main trend. It attracted

as many as 12.8 million viewers, replacing almost every box office record in Korea 
to date. 

At the close of 2013, another huge box office success was hitting Korean theatres. 
Directed by rookie YANG Woo-suk and featuring major star SONG Kang-ho, 
The Attorney is about to replace many box office records. Released on December 
18th, it has become the fastest movie ever to hit five million viewers, only taking 
ten days since its release, and the media are busy reporting this unexpected 
phenomenon. The Attorney is based on the true story of the late president ROH 
Moo-Hyun, who ended his tragic life with suicide. The film starts with the life of 
an attorney with only a high school diploma, who then becomes a judge, turns into 
an affluent attorney specializing in taxes, and finally transforms into a human 
rights attorney when he happens to defend a college student who was illegally kept 
by the police. So early in 2013, an outdated and regressive melodrama attracted 
nationwide viewers, and at the end of the year, a biographical movie featuring the 
late president who was passionately supported by devotees and extremely despised 
by opponents is hitting hard at the box office.

Generic Formulae and Political Reality 


They look like an incomparable pair, but these two films are common in that they 
both show the kind of pleasure you don’t really get in reality, the kind of pleasure 
that TV shows do not provide in this ongoing economic stagnation. They act as 
confrontations towards political parties in Korea and give audiences catharsis. 
The lack of justice in real life is compensated by imagination on the screen, giving 
a meaningful pleasure to the audience. For example, the father and daughter in 
Miracle in Cell No. 7 are all the more sympathetic because he is wrongly accused 
of a crime that he did not commit. He is mentally retarded and is not able to 
defend himself, and the government authority is unfair and indifferent to his 
situation. In The Attorney, the police and law officers accuse political opponents 
as communists and put them in jail, and this act of McCarthyism is the type of 
evil that the attorney has to fight against. The audiences see the good will and 
courage of the main character-victims in RYU Seung-ryong and SONG Kang-ho’s 
roles. 

Many of the successful commercial films this year involve politics in their 
storytelling in one way or another, and it is where the audiences’ emotions 
are shaken. The Terror, LIVE, a screen debut of KIM Byung-woo achieved an 
unexpected success. It is a thriller where a news reporter has to broadcast live 
while his own life is at stake. The reporter realizes that there is a bomb placed in 
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the studio, as he is on air with the terrorist who exploded the bridge over the Han 
River. In this film, the terrorist explicitly demands for the president’s apology. 
Another unexpected box office hit, Hide and Seek is a horror movie depicting 
the bleakness of life in the apartment complex where the sense of community has 
been lost. These box office hits either openly speak their political stance or express 
their collective hysteria, both reflecting the helplessness of people suffering from 
political chaos and the absence of righteous authority, and how life still has to 
go on despite such chaos and absence. These worries, angers and anxieties are 
expressed in a variety of generic paradigms. 

Recently, it has become common in Korean cinema to appeal to the collective 
sense of justice. JUNG Ji-young’s 
Unbowed(2011) and HWANG Dong- 
hyuk’s Silenced (2011) are good 
examples. They are based on true 
stories, and are combined with generic 
formulae towards the end to provoke 
the audience's catharsis, resulting in 
huge success. However, JUNG’s other 
political film, National Security (2012), 
which is based on the true story of the 
famous activist KIM Keun-tae and his 
torture and struggle in a secret police 
hideout, failed to attract many viewers. 
It contained very dry realism without 
dramatic decorations. YEON Sangho’s 
animation, The Fake, is a low budget 
independent animation film and featured 
the hidden side of a pseudo religious 





leader, criticizing the fantasy of the 


poor dreaming of a messiah. This film | Hide and Seek 


was also not very positively received at 

the box office, maybe because the bleak 

realism did not attract the viewers. The mainstream Korean cinema in 2013 
can be summed up as realism with a twist, which amalgamates political theme, 
popular storytelling and heroic acts of the main character, relying on generic 
formulae. 

In this aspect, it is not surprising that The Attorney is doing great with a record 
number of viewers. This film is geared with the star value of SONG Kang-ho 
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The Attorney 


and is deeply related with the current political landscape of Korea. It is not a 
perfect movie in terms of filmic quality, but owing to SONG’s great acting and 
star value, and being based on the true story of the late president ROH Moo- 
Hyun, this film is showing an outstanding box office performance. In the first 
half of The Attorney, audiences can see the signature acting style of SONG that 
they have been constantly seeing since the 2000’s, which is loose and funny. 
Whatever persona he acts, he tends to rip the character off from tension. This is a 
characteristic that viewers can find in themselves and have familiarity with. Most 
people try to hide their soft side in public places. The bizarre balance of SONG 
between his tense public face and his openness in private settings, paints his 
signature on every part he acts. 

SONG’s mastery reaches the peak when he finally escapes the cycle of tension and 
relaxation and paints his powerful pathos on the persona. The attorney played by 
SONG unfolds his speech in great tension and confidence towards the end of the 
film which takes place in the court room. Without letting go of the charm that he 
has carefully built at the beginning of the movie, he successfully transforms into a 
righteous attorney. In the second half, he never smiles nor gives one single moment 
for the audience to exhale. The level of absorption in his acting is unprecedented, 
depicting the bizarre comic-tragic atmosphere of the courtroom under the military 
dictatorship, when people are not allowed to laugh or cry, so to speak. 
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The Face Reader 


The star persona of SONG, who seems to be easy going but nonetheless has a 
sharp dagger in the heart, is maybe the icon to summarize 2013 Korean cinema. 
SONG played in Snowpiercer and The Face Reader before The Attorney, and both 
films attracted more than nine million viewers. Since The Attorney’s success is 
easily predicted to continue into 2014, he will have attracted as many as 30 million 
viewers in one year with his star power. The Face Reader depicts a coup d'état 
in the Joseon dynasty, and SONG plays a face reader who tells fortunes through 
a tragic persona, a helpless individual in the midst of the great waves of history. 
Just as in Snowpiercer, his star persona is in the middle of a historical turmoil but 
responds indifferently, or, when struck and damaged, endures the pain with inner 
strength. He is more like an anti-hero who transforms the tragedy of the defeated 
into a firm stance, even with a sense of humor. The Attorney is a rare instance 
where such star persona of his exploded with an unusual theme and direction. 


The Obsession for Size and Locality 


If SONG Kang-ho has shown the most impressive presence in Korean cinema 
among actors, the winner among the directors is BONG Joon-ho, who has shown 
a great balance between box office success and critique. PARK Chan-wook and 
KIM Ji-woon respectively made Stoker and The Last Stand in Hollywood, but 
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Snowpiercer 


were both disappointed at the box office reports which were far from breaking 
even. However, BONG had great success in Korea with Snowpiercer which he shot 
in Czech Republic with Hollywood staff and actors. Although the KRW 43 billion 
budget was mainly provided by the Korean conglomerate CJ Entertainment, the 
film’s main actors and staff were non-Koreans, and the film was shot through a 
Hollywood system. The narrative unfolds in English too, except for occasional 
Korean lines from SONG and KO Ah-sung. BONG and SONG worked with 
actors including Chris Evans, Tilda Swinton, Ed Harris and John Hurt although 
they spoke different languages. The setting of the story is very global, too. This 
SF drama takes place 17 years after 2014, when earth is hit with another ice age, 
and the only survivors live in a train that endlessly circles around the world. 
Class struggle takes place in the train, lower class contending with the upper 
class. After the press premiere in Korea, many journalists and critics predicted 
that it wouldn't do well at the box office since the film is too dark, “artsy” and 
has no Korean locality. Somewhat cynical critics kept on delivering their negative 
opinions on social media. 

However, it turned out to be the opposite. Of course the film received both 
sides of criticism, but the controversy only increased the curiosity of audiences. 
Supported by massive marketing strategy and promotion, Snowpiercer attracted 
an unexpected number of viewers. The film has earned approximately KRW 
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64 billion (USD 60 million), attracting 9.3 million viewers nationwide. Despite 
the commercial success, BONG nonetheless declared in early October at BIFF 
(Busan International Film Festival) that he will never direct such a big project 
again. He said he will not go through the pressure of a massive project, and will 
go back to small size, storytelling movies, and focusing on details. BONG has 
been very much creative at unfolding western generic grammar and transforming 
it in the Korean landscape, deliberately causing rocky and unexpected turns in 
the narrative. Memories of Murder (2003), which is one of his signature works, 
is a story of a countryside detective who fails at finding a serial killer. Korean 
audiences were very much touched by the unhappy ending, closing with the face 
of a frustrated detective. The ending was far from that of a Hollywood detective 
film where the story and resolution have a certain framework. However, it 
was framed in the best way for Korean audiences. The Host’s 2006 monster is 
somewhat smaller in size and less impressive than expected, but instead, what 
stayed with audiences for a long time is the Han River and the landscape around 
it. It looks familiar and strange at the same time to local audiences who have lived 
in Seoul. In Mother (2009), KIM Hye-ja, a Korean icon of the sacred mother, plays 
the lead role. She stands up and fights, first to prove her son’s innocence, then 
to hide his crime and finally immersed in madness and horror. Watching her, 
Korean audiences also fell into a state of panic and craze. 

In Snowpiercer, such signature movement of BONG’s locality is not salient. 
However, this film and BONG’s intelligence still tap on something sensitive in 
Korean society, resulting in the passionate reception of domestic audiences. The 
film depicts how the leader of the tail compartment (representing the low class) 
goes to the forefront compartment to eliminate their leader, Wilford. While 
most critics saw it to be a class struggle, some had different views. Especially, 
the greatest actress in the film, Tilda Swinton, assessed the film as to explore the 
issue of leadership. Unlike Curtis the tail compartment leader, Gilliam the sage 
of the tail compartment, or Wilford the leader believing in the law of the jungle, 
SONG plays a totally different type of leader. He plays the role of NAMGUNG 
Minsu who is an anarchist, and the film positively accepts this new type of 
leadership. NAMGUNG is not interested in the class struggle in the train but only 
in obtaining drugs. Some audacious critic even said that NAMGUNG is a junkie, 
and the world of hallucination that he sees is also BONG’s third vision: when 
considering the fact that NAMGUNG is hallucinating, the happy ending of the 
film is also part of his dream and not reality. 

Like his previous films, BONG goes beyond the expected narrative and theme 
by the end of Snowpiercer. The distopic ending of this fable was very appealing 
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to the Korean audience who constantly experiences controversial conflicts 
between the two political parties in real life. NAMGUNG Minsu played by SONG 
is hallucinating most of the time, easy going and laid-back and definitely not 
leader material. However, he has a great charm of a truthful human being. He is 
indifferent to class struggle because, for him, replacement of the ruling class with 
another class is not an ultimate solution to human history and he is hoping to 
escape from it all. The ending of Snowpiercer is somewhat similar to that of The 
Host. Towards the end of The Host, SONG adopts a homeless boy after he loses 
his daughter to the monster. He prepares a hot meal for him, while constantly 
worrying about the reappearance of the Han River monster. Of course this is a 
tragedy, but at the same time, a happy ending. Similarly, Snowpiercer presents 
BONG ’s version of vision, different from what the audiences had expected. Korean 
audiences felt characteristics of both local and global at the same time. 


The Only Survivor in the Independent Film Scene 


RYU Seung-wan’s The Berlin File has a similar success formula as Snowpiercer. 
It was shot at several places in Eastern Europe and the story takes place in Berlin, 
but the film was exclusively made by the support of Korean funding. RYU proves 
his long career as an action film director. Contending with his seniors including 
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The Berlin File

PARK Chan-wook and BONG Joon-ho, he had tried to make “artsy” films with 
his own signature, but stopped such attempts with The Unjust (2010). The Berlin 
File is a story of North Korean and South Korean spy agents, both of whom are 
respectively excluded in their own teams and confused by their own identities, 
which leads to their downfalls. The plot is not succinct and is rather extraneous, 
but such deficiency is compensated by the pleasure of great action. Just like many 
of his previous works, The Berlin File also triggers déja-vu, with references to 
existing films. Especially, it is criticized as being too similar to Matt Damon’s 
Bourne series. However, the ending where the North Korean and South Korean 
spies experience a brotherly bonding, mixed with RYU’s mastery on expressing 
characters through action, promises his long and stable career in Korean 
commercial cinema. 

There seems to be a trend where major producing companies are building a 
conservative investment policy, where films that are adopting Hollywood motifs and 
systems are the only ones being made, and the existence of creativity and originality 
is in question. Because of this, the Korean independent cinema scene is about to 
vanish. Many indie works are still being made, but the number of viewers for most 
does not exceed 10,000 nationwide. The numbers of screening houses are also too 
small and the resources that these independent films can spend on marketing and 
promotion are incomparable to what the big budget commercial films can do. While 
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they take up 700 to 800 screens, independent films occupy only 10 or so screens and 
even their sheer survival is just too hard. Now it is a clear fact that rich films get 
richer and poor films get poorer, and moreover, very few films have shown the kind 
of aesthetics that you may expect in independent cinema. 

The only exception would be O Muel’s Jiseu/, which did well in terms of box 
office performance, attracting more than 120,000 viewers nationwide. The film 
looks right into the wound of history caused by the conflict of the left and right, 
unlike commercial films which take politics and history but only provide an 
indirect metaphor or emotional catharsis. O Muel has been shooting full length 
feature films on the historical conflicts of Jeju Island, his hometown. He captures 
the grand view of the island which had been underestimated by the people in 
mainland Korea. Focusing on the April 3rd incident in Jeju Island which took 
place in 1948, Jiseu/ is like a ritual gift, shot from an insider’s perspective. 
The communist partisan power is increasing in the island and the soldiers are 
commanded to shoot anybody within 5 km from the seashore, considering them 
as rebels. The story is very simple. The people in Jeju Island are scared at the 
death threats from the soldiers while hiding in the mountains, and the soldiers are 
becoming mad, extremely tired from their cruel assignment. The little holes in the 
big narrative are filled with the grand landscape of the island shot in black and 
white. Set in winter, the quiet and blunt land of Jeju is covered with black pebbles 
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and stones, wild waves and its breaking white foam, sad looking rain clouds, and 
glittering white snow fields which are beautifully personified. 

In a world where people are still divided into left and right and fighting against 
each other, O conducts a ritual in the form of a film for his ancestors. Filled 
with thick tears, he has a special attachment to the island where he was born and 
raised. In one of the scenes, a pig is slaughtered to feed the soldiers and is shot in a 
bird’s eye view. This scene looks very disturbing and all the more cruel because it 
reminds the viewers of the people-slaughter in the film. The tragedy of slaughter 
looks as though a part of quotidian life in this film. However, it is at least 
somewhat assuring because this scene is seen from somebody else’s perspective. 
At least somebody is witnessing this drastic tragedy. 

The biggest achievement that O Muel has done in this film while using the camera 
as a ritual tool, is to give the feeling that the gods of Jeju are quietly watching 
human history. This film leaves a number of images in the audiences’ memory, 
such as the still life frames. Just like the shots in the film are irreversible once 
switched to the next, it is the same in our lives: what has gone is not retrievable. 
However, some images in this film stay in our memory immortally. O Muel has 
made these immortal images with the help from the local gods in Jeju Island. 
Politics is still an important issue in 2013 Korean cinema. Whether explicitly or 
not, this subject still ignites and coexists with Korean cinema. The box office 
winners in 2013 are the ones that have successfully transformed this ember into 
a big torch on the screen. It is a rather interesting phenomenon. Korea is over 
saturated with politics, whether in media or in a bar, but it has not been long since 
popular culture including cinema has openly dealt with such issues. In Korea, 
cinema is still the most influential center of popular culture, and it has often 
been suspected to provide only escapist pleasure. However, without even knowing 
it, Korean cinema has successfully digested politics within itself. Especially 
mainstream commercial cinema has succeeded in adjusting people’s anger and 
positioning it safely within the grammar of genre films. Such trends are likely to 
go on in 2014, where the political conflicts are expected to increase and become 
even more complex.

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EVALUATION OF KOREAN 
FILM INDUSTRY IN 2013 


Overview 


The year 2013, coupled with the previous year, was a time of unprecedented 
prosperity for the Korean film industry. The gross number of audiences in 2012 
exceeded 200 million and reached 213 million in 2013, which is a 9% increase. 
It means a single Korean person watched 4.25 films on average, which was the 
highest in the world. Ticket sales were KRW 1,551 trillion (USD 1.42 billion), an 
increase of 8% over the preceding year. 

Korean films also increased in the number of overall moviegoers. Nine out of the 
top ten box office hits were Korean. The total number of viewers who watched 
Korean films reached 127 million, 11% higher than in 2012, and Korean films 
took up 59.7% of the market share. The biggest success among all the films 
including Korean and foreign films was Miracle in Cell No. 7 (12,810,776) while 
Hollywood's franchise entry Iron Man 3 (9,001,309) was the most popular among 
foreign films. 

Due to the strong wave of Korean films, Sony Pictures Releasing Walt Disney,

which distributed Iron Man 3, was the only of Hollywood’s major distributors 
that landed as one of the five most successful distributing companies, while 
Korean companies occupied the four highest spots. The top was taken by CJ 
Entertainment, who has kept the spot since 2003. When it comes down to Korean 
films, NEW was the distributor that attracted the most viewers. 


Efficient Productions Lead to Record Audience Attendance 


The total number of viewers who went to theaters in 2013 was 213.32 million, the 
most of all time. This number is 9.5% higher than the previous 194.89 million 
record made in 2012. In particular, the rise of Korean film viewers was higher 
than the overall increase rate, which means that Korean films continue to lead the 
growth of audience attendance like they did in the preceding year. 

Korean investment companies hit their peak when The Host, directed by Bong 
Joon ho in 2006, occupied 63.8% of the market share (total audiences for Korean 
films : 98 million) before the depression started in 2007. Since then, viewers of 
Korean films remained between 60 million and 80 million. Even the gross total 
including foreign films didn’t exceed 150 million. During this period, mean 
production costs for Korean films declined and returns were in the red. 
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It was not until 2011 that the industry started overcoming this dark period. That 
year, the market share of Korean films bounced back to over 50% as each War of 
the Arrows, Sunny and Punch each collected more than five million spectator., 
The total number of viewers reached nearly 160 million. In the following year, 
viewers for Korean films increased by 38% to reach 114 million and the viewers 
for all films went as high as 195 million. In 2012, the Korean film industry 
finally got out of the depression that started in 2007 and it was also the year that 
production investment companies started seeing a bright future. 

But the dark period between 2007 and 2011 was more than just a recession for 
the Korean film industry. A new system was developed where elaborate plans 
and an efficient production management system was established among Korean 
production and investment companies. As a result, films were developed ina 
way where the social and cultural needs of the public were met while produced 
within reasonable budgets. So Korean films were back on track for growth and 
development. 

Theaters also played a crucial role in the increase of audiences. As multiplexes 
started spreading in 2000, it invited film fans to an environment that had easier 
access to tickets and films. Now that theaters are saturated, main multiplex 
chains apply flexible price policies such as increasing prime time ticket prices and 
lowering it in the morning and during the day. They also introduced price-off 
promotions. Their intention was to increase their market share by attracting more 
viewers. This effort resulted in lowering the average ticket price in 2011 to 2013, 
yet the total number of audiences went up.

Hit Films : Success of Blockbusters and Domination of Korean 
Films during the Summer 


There are mainly four golden seasons in the Korean film calendar; New Year 
season (January and February), Summer (July and August), Thanksgiving season 
(September and October) and year-end season. Traditionally, moviegoers tend 
to favor Korean films during the New Year season and Thanksgiving holidays. 
In summer and year-end season, Korean films compete with Hollywood films. 
Normally in years when Korean films gather more viewers than Hollywood films 
in those seasons, the market share of Korean films tends to grow as well as the 
overall number of spectators. 

When Korean films occupied less then 50% of the market between 2006 and 
2010, Korean films were preferred during the New Year season and Thanksgiving 
holidays while more audiences chose foreign films during the summer and year- 
end seasons. On the other hand, the competition between Korean and foreign 
films was quite tight in the summer and at the end of year in 2011 and 2012. In 
2013, Korean films were more popular than foreign films through the entire year. 
Among the top 10 films in the box office of 2013, nine films were Korean and 
the Hollywood blockbuster Jron Man 3 was the only foreign film. Miracle in Cell 
No. 7 and The Berlin File were screened during the New Year season, The Face 
Reader in autumn, Snowpiercer, Hide and Seek, The Terror, Live and Cold Eyes 
in summer, and The Attorney at the end of the year. However, Jron Man 3 and

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Secretly Greatly were presented in the low season, April and June respectively. 

At the beginning of 2013, the competition was most intense among the two 
Korean films Miracle in Cell No. 7 and The Berlin File and the Hollywood film 
A Good Day to Die Hard. Miracle in Cell No. 7 was released on January 23rd, 2 
weeks ahead of the New Year season, and attracted 12.81 million viewers until it 
finished running a month and a half later to become the most popular film of the 
year. It is a human comedy film about the warm love between an unintelligent 
father and his angelic daughter. RYU Seung-ryong, who carved strong impression 
as he played leading and supporting roles in War of the Arrows (2011, 7.47 
millions viewers), Al/ about My Wife (2012, 4.6 million viewers) and Masquerade 
(2012, 12.32 million viewers), secured a firm position as a leading actor who can 
attract massive audiences by appearing in Miracle in Cell No. 7. 

The Berlin File, a new film directed by RYOO Seung-wan, contained his typical 
action style shown in his previous films including his debut Die Bad (2000), The 
City of Violence (2006) and The Unjust (2010). With this new film, he received 
supportive comments from both critics and viewers for his own style of having 
audiences visually feel psychological and physical pain of both those who hit and 
those who get hit and eventually demonstrate the irrationality that caused the 
situation where one had to attack the other in the first place. 

The only Hollywood film screened during the New Year season, A Good Day to 
Die Hard, gathered only 1.44 million viewers. 

From March to June, it is a low season when more film fans watch Hollywood 
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films than Korean films. In 2013, Iron Man 3, released on April 25 and watched 
by nine million viewers was the biggest hit during the season. It attracted the most 
viewers among foreign films and the fourth most among all including Korean 
films. Of all time, it was the second most watched film among foreign films 
after Avatar”. Sony Pictures Releasing Walt Disney had planned to focus on the 
lowest season of April. They made a great success with The Avengers (7.08 million 
admissions) in 2012 and even a bigger success in 2013 with Iron Man 3. 

Although March to June is traditionally a low season and the year of 2013 was 
not an exception, the absolute number of audiences during the period in 2013 
was much bigger compared to past years. Korean films including Secretly Greatly 
(released on June 5, 6.96 million viewers), New World (February 21, 4.68 million 
viewers) and Montage (May 16, 2.1 million viewers) gathered large crowds and 
Hollywood films such as World War Z (June 20, 5.24 million viewers) and Man of 


1) Avatar (13,624 thousand viewers) released in 2009 is still the biggest hit ever among both Korean films and foreign films of all 
time. It is followed by The Host (2006, 13,012 thousand viewers), The Thieves (2012, 12,983 thousand viewers), Miracle in Cell No. 
7 (2013, 12,810 thousand viewers) and Masquerade (2012, 12,319 thousand viewers). It is not very rare to meet films that attract 
over 12 million viewers these days, so another film will replace the position sooner or later. Hit films are ranked by admissions 
instead of sales in Korea. Considering that Avatar was often screened in 3D format, it is predicted to stayed where it is in the 
ranking for a long time.

Steel (June 13, 2.18 million viewers) also attracted many spectators. Particularly 
surprising for the industry was the success of Secretly Greatly. Based on a famous 
webtoon with the same title, it was second feature directed by JANG Cheol-soo, 
who had received high expectations from filmmakers since he was invited to the 
Critics’ Week of the Cannes Film Festival in 2010 with his first feature Bedeviled. 
Starting with Cold Eyes (July 3), Korean films dominated the summer of 2013. 
The number of audiences who watched films in August alone almost reached 30 
million, a record for a single month. Cold Eyes (5.51 million viewers), The Terror, 
LIVE (5.58 milllion viewers, released on July 31), Snowpiercer (9.34 million 
viewers, August 1), Hide and Seek (5.6 million admissions, August 14) and The 
Flu (3.12 million viewers, August 14) each cracked the three million admissions 
milestone. 

Snowpiercer, based on Le Transperceneige, a French cartoon drawn in 1984 by 
Jean-Marc Rochette, was released by Bong Joon Ho, who took a four year rest 
after making Memories of Murder (2003), The Host (2006) and Mother (2009). 
As he cast renowned foreign actors like Chris Evans and Tilda Swinton as well as 
the famous Korean actor SONG Kang-ho and spent USD 40 million on his first 
English-language production, he received a lot of attention about whether the film 
would succeed or not. 

Cold Eyes, The Terror, LIVE and Hide and Seek were produced by experienced 
producers like LEE Eu-gene (representative of Zip Cnema), LEE Choon-yun 
(representative of Film Production CINE2000) and KIM Mi-hee (representative 
of Dream Capture). It was very encouraging to Korean filmmakers that films 
planned and produced by experienced producers were consistently successful in 
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the summer, an extreme peak season, considering that the focus of planning and 
production had shifted to major investment and distribution companies such as 
CJ Entertainment, Lotte Entertainment and Showbox after the dark period of 
2007 to 2011. 

Meanwhile, among foreign films, Pacific Rim (2.54 million viewers, released 
on July 11) and Red 2 (three million viewers, July 18) were the only two films 
watched over two million spectators. It was one of very rare years that Hollywood 
distributors were weak in the summer season. In the summer of 2012, The Dark 
Knight Rises (released on July 19, 2012, 6.4 million viewers) of Warner Bros and 
The Amazing Spider-Man (June 28, 2012, 4.85 million viewers) of Sony Pictures 
Releasing Walt Disney were quite 
successful. 

The hit films of the Thanksgiving 
holidays in 2013 were The Spy: 
Undercover Operation (released on 
September 5, 3.44 million viewers) and 
The Face Reader (September 11, 9.13 
million viewers), both of which are 
Korean. The Spy : Undercover Operation 
was aimed for the season when viewers 
would go to theaters with relatives. As 
an action-comedy-spy film with humor 
and melodrama, it was appropriate for 
families who wanted to spend time 
laughing and having fun with their 
members. It yielded an decent result in 
the Thanksgiving season. 

The winner of the previous year’s 





Thanksgiving was Masquerade 


(released on September 13, 2012, 12.33 Snowpiercer 


million viewers), a historic film about 

a king of the Joseon Dynasty. Also in 

2013, another historic film The Face Reader, set in the same period was very 
successful by gathering more than nine million viewers. The Face Reader has 
for its background a time when the uncle of the 6th ruler of the Joseon Dynasty 
dethroned and replaced him shortly after the tragic young king rose to the throne. 
The face reader played by SONG Kang-ho detects such political desire in the uncle 
beforehand and tries to stop him, but fails in the end. 
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The American horror The Conjuring distributed by Warner Bros (released on 
September 17, 2,263 viewers) was a surprise success. Without grotesque sound 
or terrifying visuals or pool of blood, it was known as the most horrifying film 
through the internet and social media, which helped achieve such success. 

A few months before the year met its end, experienced directors visited theaters 
with new films in October and December. LEE Joon-ik, who made Radio Star 
(2006, 1.88 million viewers), Sunny (2008, 1,71 million viewers), Blades of Blood 
(2009, 1.41 million viewers) and Battlefield Heroes (2010, 1.72 million viewers) as 
well as the ten million viewers hit King and the Clown in 2005, came back with 
his new film Hope on October 2, which was watched by 2.71 million moviegoers. 
JANG Joon-hwan released his new film Hwayi: A Monster Boy on October 9th, 
which was seen by 2.39 million viewers before the end of its run. Although his 
feature debut Save the Green Planet was a big failure in terms of sales, it gained 
very favorable comments from critics and created a fan base. Among foreign 
films, two features were successful. Gravity, Alfonso Cuaron’s 3D film that opened 
the 70th Venice Film Festival, was released on October 17th and watched by 3.13 
million viewers. Thor : The Dark World, a Hollywood blockbuster released on

October 30th, attracted 3.04 million spectators. 

At the end of the year, theaters were crowded with fans of Korean films such as 
The Attorney and The Suspect. The Attorney is a film about the late ROH Moo- 
hyun, who was the president of South Korea from 2003 to 2007. The film portrays 
him in his young days when he gradually changed himself from an accounting 
lawyer to a human rights lawyer in the early 80s. The film collected 9.57 million 
viewers from its release on December 18th, 2013 to January 15th, 2014 and is still 
going strong. The accumulated audience scale is expected to exceed ten million. 
SONG Kang-ho, who acted as the late ROH, appeared in Snowpiercer, The Face 
Reader and The Attorney in 2013 and each of those gathered over nine million 
viewers. The Suspect is the third feature film directed by WON Shin-yun. His 
previous work was 7 Days (2007, 2.12 million viewers), which came out six years 
ago. While 7 Days is a film about the struggle of mother who had her daughter 
abducted, The Suspect shows the lonely and desperate fight of a man who lost his 
wife and daughter. He pursues a style of focusing on action instead of thriller-like 
suspense while he develops the story. It can be seen in The Suspect as well. The 
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Suspect was released on December 24th, 2013 and has been shown to 3.85 million 
viewers by January 15th, 2014. About Time, a foreign film released on December 
5th has collected over three million viewers so far. 


Audience Share by Region of Origin : Korean Films Hover at 60% 


As stated earlier, Korean films dominated theaters in 2013 as they did in the 
preceding year. Bigger audiences chose Korean films throughout the entire year 
including New Year season, summer, the Thanksgiving holidays and year-end 
season. As a result, the audience share of Korean films, excluding re-releases 
and films screened at film festivals or other events, was 59.9%. American films 
occupied 35.5% and the rest were shown merely to 4.6%, 9.93 million viewers. It 
decreased by a percentage of 6.4% and was down from 12.94 in 2012. 

Among films other than Korean and American films, the one that attracted the 
most viewers was the British film About Time, which was watched by 2.86 million 
viewers until the end of 2013 (3.32 million viewers as of January 15th, 2014). The 
second most popular non-American foreign film was the Spanish feature The 
Impossible featuring Naomi Watts and Ewan McGregor. It gathered 623,000 
viewers. The Chinese film 12 Chinese Zodiac Heads (315,000 viewers) and the 
theatrical version of the Japanese TV animation Detective Conan : Strategy Above 
the Depth (390,000) were also somewhat successful.

As in other years, audiences crowded to blockbusters, hit films and famous films, 
so most of them chose Korean films or Hollywood films. 


Admissions by Distributor : CU Entertainment on Top for 11 
Years, a New Contender NEW 


CJ Entertainment occupied the biggest market share out of all the distributors 
in 2013. Since 2003, CJ Entertainment has never let its position at the top slide. 
However, the biggest market share for Korean films, which has been owned by 
CJ Entertainment since 2006 was taken by NEW in 2013. Sony Pictures Releasing 
Walt Disney took the biggest share among foreign companies. Overall, most of 
the market was shared by four Korean companies; CJ Entertainment, NEW, Lotte 
Entertainment and Showbox/Mediaplex Inc. They were followed by Hollywood’s 
major distributors; Sony Pictures Releasing Walt Disney, Warner Bros, Universal 
and 20th Century Fox. The pattern where the top four places were take by Korean 
companies and the next four by Hollywood’s major distributors was the same as 
the previous year. 
CJ Entertainment distributed Korean films including Snowpiercer, The Berlin File 
and The Spy : Undercover Operation as well as American films such as Turbo and 
G.I. Joe 2: Retaliation and attracted 45 million viewers (21.4% market share). The 
number of admissions as well as the market share declined from 54 million from 
2012, but they still remained in first place. 
The strong achievement of NEW in second place is mainly due to Korean hit 
films. They attracted 39 million viewers (18.4% market share) with Miracle in Cell 
7, The Attorney, Hide and Seek, Cold Eyes, New World and Montage. Out of

the 21 films they distributed, 12 of them were Korean films, which attracted 37 
million viewers. It can be deduced from this fact that each of their Korean films 
was watched by an average of three million viewers. NEW showed 11 Korean 
films to 19 million people in 2012. Since it was founded in 2008, it has gradually 
grown and finally beaten the three major investment and distribution enterprises 
of Korea: CJ Entertainment, Showbox/Mediaplex Inc. and Lotte Entertainment. 
As a relatively compact company, rapid decision making and bold investment 
ventures on promising projects are thought to be what afforded them such quick 
growth. 

Lotte Entertainment, in third place, presented Korean films including The Terror, 
LIVE and Friend : The Great Legacy and foreign films such as World War Z and 
Red 2 to 32 million film fans (14.9% market share). Showbox/Mediaplex Inc. at 
one place further down, attracted 29 million viewers (13.7% market share) to 
theaters, where they watched one of 12 films including 11 Korean films like The 
Face Reader and Secretly Greatly and the American film Killing Them Softly. 
Among Hollywood’s major distributors that were ranked at 5th to 8th, Sony 
Pictures Releasing Walt Disney was most outstanding. It was possible because they 
own Sony USA and Walt Disney. Sony Pictures Releasing Walt Disney screened 18 
films and gathered 20 million viewers (9.5% market share) in 2013. The 18 films 
included Iron Man 3 and Thor : The Dark World, which attracted nine million 
and three million viewers respectively, but others didn’t sell as well. 

Sony Pictures Releasing Walt Disney was followed by Warner Bros. Warner Bros 
was the most efficient among Hollywood’s major distributors in 2013. They 
screened only eight films, but the admissions they collected (15 million, 7% 
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market share) was not far below Sony Pictures Releasing Walt Disney. Out of the 
eight films that Warner Bros screened, Gravity (3.2 million viewers), Pacific Rim 
(2.54 million viewers), The Conjuring (2.26 million viewers), Man of Steel (2.18 
million viewers) and The Hobbit : The Desolation of Smaug were shown to more 
than two million spectators each. 

Universal Pictures presented 13 films including About Time and Les Miserables 
to ten million viewers (4.9% market share) and 20th Century Fox screened 13 
films, including Life of Pi and Oblivion as well as the Korean film Running Man, 
to attract eight million viewers (4.0% market share). They were ranked at 7th and 
8th respectively. 


Calling for New Prospects: Directors and Projects 


2013 was the year that Korean films enjoyed prosperity like never before. It was 
by virtue of the foundation of elaborate planning and an efficient production 
system, as mentioned earlier, after passing the depression between 2007 and 2010. 
Many Korean filmmakers predict this prosperity to continue in 2014. The peak 
of prosperity is sure to come one day. Hit films of 2013 were well planned and 
refined. It is time now for writers and films to open new prospects. They probably 
have to come up with films that go beyond the limits just like what PARK Chan- 
wook of Old Boy (2003), Bong Joon Ho of Memories of Murder and KIM Jee- 
woon of A Bittersweet Life (2005) did in the past decade.
